Draina.ere Facts 


QOLITICS has brought to light some essential- 


i ly important information for residents of 


the Mississippi Valley who are confronted with 
the rival claims of drainage advocates and con- 
pervationists regarding the uses of the river 
bottom lands. The information came up when a 
nr-ivFpaner investigated Senator Brookhart's 
offer to give "all the profits" of his "excellent 
240 acre farm" to E. T. Meredith, former sec- 
retary of agriculture, in settlement of Mere- 
'dith's thirty-cent suit for damages alleged to 
have been caused hy Brookhart's reckless state- 
ments as to the condition of the farmers' and 
Meredith's partial responsibility for it. That, 
however, is Iowa politics, and here in Wiscon- 
sin and in Minnesota we have enough politics of 
our own. The interest of the affair to us is 
chiefly that the Muscatine Journal was moved 
to prohe into Senator Brookhart's farm terri- 
tory drainage project, which ruined famous 
old Keokuk Lake—a territory very similar to 
the Winnesheik Bottoms of this district, where 
a similar crime against wild life in the alleged 
interest of agriculture is proposed. 


The nub of the paper's discoveries is that 


Ihe burden of drainage taxes and maintenance— 
exclusive of ordinary taxes—on this particular 
240 acre farm, on the highly-praised "rich 
alluvial soil" always touted hy the drainage 
experts, was something like S2.000 last year. 
Senator Brookhart has a four year old mort- 
gage of S20.000 on his farm, but recently, since 
the drainage project's' failure has been well 
established, the same joint stock land hank 
v.'hich loaned Brookhart the money has refused

High-Handed 


DROBABLY this generation of Americans has 
* 
'never seen politics played so violently as 


now in Oklahoma. Most of us do not know 
what it is all about. We catch hints here and 
there of the Ku Klux Klan, the Farmer-Labor 
party, charges of corruption, etc., as among 
the factors at the bottom of the startling events. 
But chiefly we learn of visible incidents re- 
sulting from the hidden under-play of these 
basic factors, and these incidents are not re- 
assuring. 


One finds it hard to believe that any Amer- 


ican state is so far gone in violence and out- 
lawry that it is necessary for its governor to 
supersede the ordinary processes of civil law 
by machine gun and bayonet. A military censor- 
ship to keep opposition papers from printing 
the facts is hard to excuse. Machine guns train- 
ed on the state house to prevent the legislature 
from assembling to investigate affairs means 
either that Oklahoma is in the worst condition 
of anarchy in the history of the sntire union, 
or else that the governor of Oklahoma is riding 
the highest horse ever trotted out by politics 
in this democracy. 


Governor Walton's purpose, insofar as it 


seeks to restore order to the state by breaking 
the power of a secret organization controlling 
society without legal warrant, seems commend- 
able, although there is evidence that other mo- 
tives of which nothing is said in the governor's 
speech-making, play leading part. But to re- 
store law and order by extra-legal methods, 
to re-establish the dignity of the courts by over- 
riding them, to return the authorized powers of 
the state to their authority by forbidding them 
to assemble—these do not fit together. There 
is too wide a gap between profession and prac- 
tice.The governor must give his enemies the legal 
opportunity to defend themselves which is their 
right or surrender his assumption of the role of 
defender of the constitution. Conditions in Ok- 
lahoma have been rotten—but Governor Walton 
is probably making them worse instead of bet- 
ter by his'high-handed methods.

Justice depends upon intelligent conception 
of our relation to each other and our dependence upon each other. Justice 
would give credit to those factors which add to opportunity and enlarge 
the scope of human achievement. The railroads by affording a channel 
for the free flow of commerce and also an easy mode of travel and per- 
sonal contact between individuals widely separated, should, if justice is 
established, find a place of high esteem in the minds of those who receive 
the benefit of their service. 


PROVIDE FOR THE COMMON DEFENSE: The United States has 


resources of marvelous extent but to marshal these in time of need for 
defensive purposes requires transportation. We have the most perfect 
and extensive transportation system in the world. This contributed im- 
measurably to our success in the last war and is an invaluable asset to 
the nation. 


PROMOTE THE GENERAL WELFARE: The general welfare 


means the welfare of us all taken collectively and the promotion of our 
•welfare is related to our power of production which leads to prosperity. 
There is no limit to the general welfare except the limit of our power 
of production. The railroads, have been the principal instrumentality by 
which man's markets have been expanded and his production thereby 
stimulated. They have contributed immeasurably to the general welfare. 


SECURE THE BLESSINGS OF LIBERTY TO OURSELVES AND 


POSTERITY: The blessings of liberty are secure only when citizens 
of a great nation co-operate together toward a higher ideal of individual 
usefulness and service to each other'. Blocs,'classes or struggles between 
one faction and another are out of place in our civilization. If a people 
who are bleseed as we are cannot intelligently co-operate with one an- 
other, where else on earth should we expect to find such a people. Ameri- 
ca, the just Nation, should be our constant theme—allegiance to our con- 
stitution, the watchword of our life.
